From  these  extracts  it  will  be  percieved  that 
the  writer  uses  the  term  necessity  in  the  strong¬ 
est  and  most  extensive  signification — imperious, 
absulnie  and  uncontrollable.  And  what,  dear 
revder.  arc  the  evidences  ob  which  he  rests  a  doc¬ 
trine  so  important — so  ntteily  opposed  to  the  ev¬ 
idences  of  consciousness  ;  and  I  may  add,  so  dan¬ 
gerous  to  the  well-being  of  community  ?  Answer.

etc.  From  these  passages  the  writer  infers  that

“  no  liberty” — no  power  to  “  act  voluntarily.**— 
But  let  us  pause  for  a  moment,  and  ask  if  the  use 
of  these  general  terms  are  sufficient  to  destroy 
the  authority  of  all  those  passages  which  com¬ 
mand  men  to  choose  between  good  and  evil. 
Yet  the  writer  forestalls  this  argument,  by  telling 
us  that  to  deny  his  conclusions,  is,  to  all  inCeftls 
and  purposes,  a  denial  of  Holy  Writ.  ^  * 

But  Br.  C.  is  of  the  class  who  believe  that 
scripture  should  be  compared  with  scripture,  and 
its  doctrines  evolved  by  measuring  one  portion 
with  another.  Let  us,  then,  apply  this  rule  to 
the  writer’s  conclusions.  “  1  have  set  before  you 
life  end  death,  blessing  and  cursing :  therefore 
choose  life.” — Deut.  xxx:  19.  “  Choose  ye  this 
day  whom  ye  will  serve.”  Docs  this  look  like 
giving  man  liberty  of  choice — like  rendering  him 
accountable  because  he  is  a  moral  agent  ?  Wifi 
this  language  sanction  the  assertion  that  we  have 
no  liberty  to  act  voluntarily  ?  What  reverence 
shall  we  feel  towards  the  divine  Being,  under  the 
supposition  that  he  has  set  life  and  death  befose 
us,  and  made  life  a  happiness  dependant  on  our 
choice,  and  yet  bound  us  by  irresistible  necessi¬ 
ty  ?  Again,  wherein  is  the  propriety  of  Joshua’s 
appeal  to  the  moral  sense  of  the  Jewish  people, 
when  he  tells  them,  if  it  seem  evil  to  them  to 
serve  the  Lord,  to  choose  between  ine  gods  of 
the  Amooites,  nr  the  gods  whom  their  fathers 
served  on  the  other  side  of  the  flood  ?  Why  did 
I  he  insult  their  understanding  by  asking  them,  if 
they  had  determined  to  forsake  the  Lord  who  had 
brought  them  up  out  of  Egypt,  to  choose  whether 
they  would  scivc  the  gods  of  the  Egyptians,  whom 
they  had  seen  overthrown,  or  those  of  the  Amo- 
nites,  in  whose  land  they  dwelt?  And  why  did 
he  give  them  the  result  of  his  own  choice,  if  he 
believed  he  was  compelled  to  act  by  necessity  ? 
Why  say,  “  as  for  me  and  my  bouse,  we  will 
serve  the  Lord,”  when,  according  to  the  doctrine 
we  are  considering,  he  was  compelled  to  act  as 
he  did.  and  the  Jews  had  liberty  in  the 

case  ?”  Why,  according  tn  Br.  C.,  Joshua,  less 
enlightened  than  himself,  was  supporting  a  doc¬ 
trine,  which,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  is  a  de¬ 
nial  of  Holy  Writ!

That  man  is  proved  by 
the  Scriptures  an  accountable  being,  does  not  ail- 
mit  of  qnesnon.  But  the  fact  that  man  is  ac¬ 
countable,  is  s  roi'.g,  presumptive  evidence  against 
necessity,  in  the  sense  in  which  that  term  is  used 
in  the  article  we  arc  reviewing.  In  fact,  I  can 
view  the  doctrines  in  no  other  light  than  contra¬ 
dictory  ami  irreconcilable.  But  it  nny  be  asked, 
what  we  arc  to  understand  by  the  declaration,  that 
“  God  docth  according  to  his  will  in  the  armies  | 
of  heaven,  and  among  the  inb.abitaiits  of  the  j| 
earth.”

It  contains  that  | 
pare  and  true  religion  which  is  essential  to  tlie  lace,  fur  jj 
it  is  necessary  to  their  complete  happiness,  and  their  ji 
spiritual  advancement  and  perfection.  For,  most  cer- 1 
tainly,  this  Gospel,  or  system  of  religion,  must  have  keen 
essenti.al  to  tlio.se  to  whom  it  first  came,  or  tiie  all-wise 
Dispenser  would  not  have  bestowed  it  upon  them — and, 
being  truth,  if  essential  to  n  part,  and  adapted  to  their 
wants  and  weaknesses,  it  must  l>e  essential  to  all,  and 
adapted  to  the  wants  and  weaknesses  of  the  whole — .and, 
since  the  principle  of  niind  in  all  is  the  same,  and  to  all 
can  tlie  same  truth  be  applied  under  proper  rircumstan- 
cos,  this  Gospel  is  capable  of  nniversal  application.  Is 
there  a  savage,  chained  to  superstition — degraded  by 
obedience  to  all  the  impulses  of  his  animal  nature,  and 
ignorant  qf  the  vitality  of  the  power  of  true  religion  ? 

It  is  meant  for  tliat  darkened  one,  it  is  essential  to  him, 
it  is  calculated  to  raise  him  up,  to  quicken  holy  emotion 
and  life  within,  and  to  give  him  the  glorious  liberty  of 
the  children  of  God.  Is  there  a  sinful  prodigal,  besotted 
with  sensuality,  a  slave  to  vice  anil  appetite,  a  stranger 
to  the  courts  of  the  Lord,  and  the  sweet  influences  which 
Mess  and  gladden  tlie  bosom  of  the  upright  ?  This  Gos¬ 
pel  is  necessaiy  for  him— it  can  purify  his  soul,  aw.aken 
the  penitent  thought,  and  lead  him  back  to  the  path  of 
virtue,  and  the  enjoyment  of  his  Cod.  Is  there  one 
with  a  proud  intellect,  who  reads  no  spirituality  in  the 
many  existences  of  the  universe,  who  spuriisat  rt'ligion, 
and  s.iys  in  his  heart,  there  is  no  God  ?” — who  arro¬ 
gates  to  himself  the  knowledge  of  things,  and  strives  to 
discover  the  esscuce.s  of  being  ?  He  is  in  need  of  this 
religion.  It  will  open  his  eyes  to  the  lessons  of  the  flow¬ 
er  and  the  suiihcam — it  will  teach  him  to  lo\c  his  Ma¬ 
ker — it  will  cause  the  streams  of  rishteoiisness  to  eiish 
np  in  his  soul — he  \yill  hmiibli*  his  he.irt  at  the  footstool  i 
of  the  Supreme,  and  when  he  rises,  he  will*go  on  his 
way  rejoicing.

It  is,  insouir  !■ 
of  Its  principles,  co-existent  with,  and  inseparable  from,  I' 
the  recogiiilion  and  service  of  God,  and  without  it  there  1, 
would  he  darkness,  ami  chaos,  and  anarcliy.  ’I’hc  do-  jj 
minion  au;l  action  of  some  of  its  piiiuiples,  I  say,  are  , 
iimversal,  and  thus  it  may  he  said  to  he  common uirate,  |{ 
in  its  influence,  with  l!ic  moral  world.  It  glow  s  in  the  || 
heart  of  the  little  cliild,  w  hen  he  first  lifts  his  conscious  l| 
gaze  at  the  liliie  heavens,  or  drinks  in  the  gladness  of  | 
the  siin-hriglit  earth  and  the  leaping  waters;  and  it  sfns  | 
iu  the  bosom  ol  “the  proud  j  liihisopher,”  who  piics  j, 
injto  the  analogies  of  nature — “  who  reads  the  stars  w  iih 
a  glisiemug  e\'e,”  “  |>lavs  with  the  wingetl  lightinug, 
and  measures  llui  depths  of  the  mighty  w’aters.  I  he  j; 
heathen  feels  it  w  itliiii  him,  as,  darl  ly  obeying  its  impid-  |j 
ses,  lie  grovels  before  his  idol,  and  the  Christian  aeknow- 
Icdgea  its  lofty  power  in  the  blessed  icinplosof  the  .Most 
High.  It  is  the  pure  essence  or  principle  of  all  just  law. 
In  whatever  code  of  men  good  has  appeared,  there  has 
lircn  manifested  a  jtorfionof  this  religion.  Ithasthmidei- 1| 
esl  in  the  edicts  of  justice — it  has  hicalhed  from  the  trilm- 
nals  of  mercy — it  has  shielded  the  widow  and  the  or-  L 
plian,  and  supported  the  universal  rule  of  “  mine  and  j 
thine.”  By  every  shrine  and  in  every  soul,  ‘‘it  lives,  jj 
aud  moves,  and  has  its  being.”  It  is  ever  binding  upon  j, 
all.  and  there  is  no  principle  of  liberty  which  frees  us. 
from  it.  “ 


But  these  emotions  moving,  comparatively  feebly,  in 
the  heart,  and  mingling  with  corruption  and  error,  I  j 
needed,  that  their  impufiies  and  ends  might  be  clearly' 
understood,  a  full  and  special  revelation.  And,  sup.' 
ported  by  high  sanctions,  and  connected  with  glorious 
truths,  they  are  set  forth  to  humanity  in  tliat  Gospel  of 
which  wc  have  made  mention.  t 

Thus  we  have  seen  th.at  men  need  another  teacher 
tliaii  nature — that  another  has  been  given — that  they  are  ' 
capable  of  receiving  it,  and  tliat  this  .system  is  the  mo.st 
perfect  of  any,  einhodying  all  the  good,  of  which  Uiey  jj 
had  before  hut  a  partial  or  dim  perception,  together  [ 
with  more  glorious  developments.  ji 

The  question  now  arises.  What,  then,  is  wanting? — 
We  answer,  a  clear  exhibitiun  of  this  religion  and  its  rc-|| 
qiiiremenls,  to  humanity.  .'Vnd,  in  tlic  language  of  the  j 
apostle,  wc  may  ask — “  How  then  shall  they  call  on  him  | 
ill  wiioiii  they  have  not  believed  ?  and  how  sh.all  tliey 'j 
believe  in  him  of  whom  they  have  not  heard?  and  how  { 
shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher?”  jj 

Thus,  ill  order  to  proclaim  this  religion  to  the  world — 
to  exhibit  its  precepts,  that  they  may  he  understood,  and 
adopted,  and  acted  upon  Ly  men — to  enlighten  the  dark¬ 
ened,  to  coiMnce  tlie  erring,  to  arouse  the  indolent  and 
dormant,  to  quicken  moral  energy  and  vital  piety,  to 
lead  the  wandering  to  Christ  and  Christianity,  some 
are  set  apart  to  the  office  of  instruction.  Of  this  Chris¬ 
tian  “  Di’TV,”  we  shall  speak  further  in  onr  next.

Start  not,  gentle  reader,  at  the  caption  of  this  article, 
nor  let  thy  cqiiaiiiiiiity  be  disturbed  by  fearful  forebod¬ 
ings  of  unnatural  and  iiihuinnn  scenes,  enacted  at  those 
dark  spots  in  the  history  of  onr  age,  called  by  the  above 
nalne.  tjo  imicli  has  been  said  and  written  upon  this 
subject,  and  its  various  shades  and  degrees  of  enormity 
liuve  been  so  fre(|iieiilly  exhiliited  het'orc  onr  eyes,  aud 
in  our  hearing,  that  I  do  not  Ll.ime  pi.'oplc  for  not  smil¬ 
ing  upon  an  arliele,  whose  very  name  is  associated  with 
jiraetices  wbirli  almost  di.sgr,ice  the  artificial  characters 
of  wiiich  it  is  composed. 

But  t  am  not  liisposed  to  dlsgii.-l  the  reader  by  a  re¬ 
petition  ot'  the  ste'reotyped  proceedings  of  tlie-e  meet¬ 
ings,  liur  by  detailing  any  new  and  heretofore  iiulieard 
of  schemes  of  proselyting,  for  I  am  .strongly  inclined 
to  doiilit  whether  aiev  new  |ilan  can  be  made  availalile 
lofliie  purposes  for  w  liieli  .<neh  meciiiigs  are  comliicted. 

If  I  wislied  to  give  a  minute  de.'-ciiptioii  of  them,  I  might 
refer  to  any  one  of  tlie  numerous  exposiire.^  which  have 
ht  en  gi\i  II,  as  a  tolerably  acciir.ite  pii'tiire  of  a  majority 
of  them.  Indeed,  so  notorious  have  they  heroine,  that 
I  might  (inly  mention  tliat  a  protracted  meeting  had  lieeii 
held  in  this  nr  liiat  place,  and  comuiunity  could  not  fail 
of  I'orming  an  idea  of  the  details  miifh  more  favorable 
than  tlie  reality,  lint  this  is  not  my  object.  I  wish  to 
call  attenii(>ii  to  a  few  )iartieulars  of  a  somewhat  difl'er- 
eiil  nature. 

If  we  inquire  into  the  motives  wliii  li  actuate  modem 
revi\ali>is  generally,  we  .-h.dl  tliseovt  r  reasons  vvhicii 
sliould  determine  intelligeiil  b.  ings  to  di.srounlenance 
llieir  procvtedings.  I  say  re\ivah-|s  hut  I  am 

w.lliiig  to  admit  that  tlu'i  e  inav  he  a  vcryfi'vv  whonrego- 
verncil  by  hitter  motives — motives  which  would  do 
honor  to  a  good  eause,  if  rightly  applied.  Hence,  I 
sliall  use  those  imoliiigs  with  which  I  have  been  ac¬ 
quainted.  as  a  erlteiloii.  and.  that  I  tiny  not  he  accused 
ol'dqiiig  iiijiisiice  to  m_v  ft  llovv-meii,  I  ^h.dl  not  only  give 
my  opinions,  hut  my  reasons  for  lliose  ojfmioiis.  If 
those  reasons  ..hal!  he  loiind  iii.-uiiieieiil  to  estuLdisli  my 
conclusions,  lei  me  he  corrected. 

I  need  not  .say  that  it  is  my  iipliiion  that  these  meet, 
ings  are  iiistitiited  and  sustained  as  an  engine  of  prose, 
lylisin,  for  the  adv  ocates  themselves  will  admit  till  this, 
if  we  allow  them  the  privilege  to  put  tkoir  own  con¬ 
struction  njion  the  word.  That  such  is  the  case  in  the 
broadest  and  fullest  sense  of  the  term,  is  proved  by  the 
fact  that  the  same  energies  which  are  used  to  add  to  the 
number  of  one  particular  church,  are  used  to  prevent 


their  converts  from  inquiring  into,  or  listening  to,  the 
opinions  and  sentiments  of  another,  which  they  have  the 
arrogance  to  pronounce  heretical. 

But  one  feature  of  thc.“e  meetings  is,  that  they  are 
measures  of  desperation.  Before  the  Iriitli,  as  it  is  in 
Jesus,  was  introduced  into  this  country,  so  as  to  exert 
any  very  powerful  iiiflitciice  in  alarming  tfleologiane 
about  tlie  safety  of  modern  jiopular  tiieories,  protracted 

meetings  were  not  in  use  ;  and  for  a  very  good  leason _ 

they  were  not  needed  to  sustain  a  sinking  cause.  Ne- 
ccs.sity,  the  mother  of  iiiveiilion,  had  not  sharpened  the 
wit  of  Partialisls  as  it  has  done  since.  They  could  glide 
smoothly  along  in  the  even  tenor  of  their  ways,  and  re¬ 
joice  in  the  gradual  acces.sion  to  the  mimher  w  ho  believ¬ 
ed  ill  the  damnation  of  their  neighbors.  'I'hey  believed 
themselves,  either  in  actual  or  imputed  merit,  to  be  bet¬ 
ter  than  others ;  and  so  seldom  were  they  disputed  in 
this  matter,  that  their  vanity  was  never  disturbed  by  the 
throbhings  of  fear.  They  professed  to  he  the  real  Simon 
Piires  in  matters  of  religion,  and  tlie  rising  generation 
within  their  influence,  and  under  their  instruction,  sel¬ 
dom  thought  of  disputing  their  pretensions. 

With  this  hold  upon  the  prejudices  of  the  people,  and 
with  their  reliance  upon  the  power  of  custom,  they 
.slept  in  security,  and  fattened  upon  their  dreams  of  fu- 
ture  triumph.  They  siispecteil  not  that  sentiments 
which  could  enroll  so  m.my  advocates,  and  which  could 
call  to  its  support  such  antiquated  traditions,  could  ever 
he  successfully  opposed. 

But  tlicy  were  aroused  from  their  sluinhers.  The 
pure  doctrine  of  the  piophcts,  the  ?fnviour  and  his 
apo.stles,  began  to  be  procl.  inied  again,  and  soon  caus¬ 
ed  men  to  try  their  doctrines,  whether  they  were  of  God 
ornnt.  .\snmyhpeasily conceived,  Partialism encounter¬ 
ed  a  very  serious  oLstaele  in  the  way  of  its  prosperity. 
For  when  men  heard  the  doetriiie  of  I  'iiiversalisni  so 
powerfully  defended  by  the  Word  of  (iod,  and  by  the 
purest  and  holiest  nspira'ion.s  of  the  liumaii  heart,  and 
.saw  that  even  iLsenemies  eoiild  not  piay  for  tlie  triunipli 
of  endle.ss  perdition  over  nnlvei'sa]  salvation,  witliout 
slioekiiig  the  feelings  of  all  vvlio  were  not  absolutely 
lieiiiiisli,  they  were  eoiiipelleil  to  think  seriously  and  fa¬ 
vorably  of  it.  and  many  of  the  candid  Itnd  iiii|niring  em¬ 
braced  it,  ami  rejoiced  in  the  promi'Cs  of  (jod.  This 
alarmed  the  advocatc-sol  eeascless  wo,  ami  caused  them 
to  devise  some  im-ans  by  vvlileli  to  stir  up  the  fears  of 
the  n.nititude,  and  win  to  tlnmiselves  tlio-c  whom  they 
had  long  lonked  upon  as  their  lawful  )>rey.  Appeals 
to  the  animal  pa-.sions.  to  the  fears,  the  credulity,  and 
the  scllishness  of  mankiii.l,  supported  by  nnderhaiuled 
and  artful  etimiiiig,  were  tlie  means  employed. 

These  .stheme-',  however,  did  not  meet  witli  general 
approliation  at  first.  .Some  deiiotiiinations  did  not  feel 
the  causes  of  alarm  quite  assoou  as  others  Within  the 
recolleetioii  oftlu^writ.  r,  the  I'lOshyteriaiisaudCalvin- 
istie  B:i|)tists,  those  vv  itliiii  the  sphere  ofliis  acquaintance, 
were  as  mueli  opiio-.-d  to  lhe.se  measures  a.s  thcUiiiver- 
sidi'ts  are,  and  for  mueli  the  same  reasons.  They  urg¬ 
ed  that  they  liuil  a  teiideiiey  to  arouse  the  worst  passions 
of  the  ImiiKui  mind,  to  excite  ji  alousy,  disunion,  and 
hatred  hctvveca  min  aud  man.  and  to  promote  bigotry 
and  liypocriqv,  rather  than  C'l.ri-tiajiity.
